Fire and police authorities to- 
day continued their investigation 
of the explosion which virtually 
wrecked the 12-story Garment 
Capitol building and injured 43 


inclined to believe the blast was 
an accidnt rather than sabotage, 
as was first thought. 


Meanwhile the 43 injured pas- 


sersby and 
garment makers 


were reported recovering. 


While sabotage at first was 


suspected, as the investigation 
progressed the authorities leaned 
toward conviction the explosion 
was caused by the accidental ig- 
nition of illuminating gas. 


Estimates 
of

damage 


wrought today mounted to $1,- 
500,000. Originally it was $1,- 
030,000. Insurance underwritten 
declared the building alone was 
damaged to the extent of $800, 
000. Its elevator 
shafts were 


twisted, partitions were blown 
out, and walls weakened. The fire 
that followed the blast, confined 
chiefly to the fifth floor where 
the explosion originated, dam- 
aged stock and fixtures. 


Fire and police officers discov- 


ered many workers in the build- 
ing recently had complained of 
nausea, believed to have been 
caused by escaping gas. Manag- 
ers of the building said they had 
searched unsuccessfully for a 
leak in their gas lines.

Mr. Hoover stressed particular-

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A QOESTION OF TAXES 


We suppose that the Democrats this fall will 


contend that they should be put in power in 
order that they may reduce taxes. 


This was their contention in our last city elec- 


tion and apparently a large number of Republi- 
cans believed that the Democrats would make 
good on tax reduction. However, an examina- 
tion of the rate of taxation for 1930, payable in 
1931, discloses that of all the taxing units in Rush 
county, of which there are fifteen, the taxpayers 
of RushvUle city alone will pay increased taxes 
for this year. The tax rate for the city being 
$3.31 for each one hundred dollars of assessed 
property valuation, an increase of one cent over 
the rate for last year. It should be noted in this 
connection that in the fixing of the rate for 
Rushville city, the total of the tax put on by the 
State, County, Township Trustee and the School 
Board was at a rate of six cents less than that of 
last year, but that that part of the tax rate fixed 
by the city administration represents a seven 
cent increase over that fixed by the Republican 
city administration for last year. 


Itrtherefore appears that the seven cent rate 


reduction which effected to the taxpayers of 
Rushville city by the county was wiped out by the 
seven cent increase in the rate put on by the city 
administration. Due to this act of the city ad- 
ministration, taxes paid by the taxpayers of 
Rushville city, instead of being reduced, as in 
every other taxing unit in the county, will be 
slightly higher than the taxes paid this year. 


If this is the way Democratic tax reduction 


works out, we would suggest that the Republican 
policy off consistent economy be given a chance 
to continue. 


THIS' TIME OF YEAR 


Now comes the time of the year when doors 


and windows begin to be carefully closed, and ar- 
tificial heat is introduced into houses and offices. 
And by that same token it is the time when the 
death rate climbs. The winter months show al- 
most 25 per cent increase over the summer. The 
drop in deaths in the .spring as soon as .houses are 
once more ventilated, and free of dry heat, is. so 
marked that the relation of the two is unmis- 
takable. 


Probably the general idea is that summer mor- 


tality is higher. But stagnant air, dry air and 
dirty air do their deadly work with less interfer- 
ence in winter. Air fit for human lungs should 
have somewhere about 48 per cent of humidity, 
but artifipially heated air is seldom or never up 
to this standard of physical comfort in moisture 
content. This dry and stagnant air is never as 
warm to the body as air of proper saturation. In 
cold weather, when the ground is bare, the air 
out doors picks up an incredible quantity of dirt. 
The relief occasioned by a heavy snowfall, which 
sweeps the impurities out of the air, is plainly 
perceptible. 


Heating apparatus should have some provision 


for humidification, and every house or office 
should be frequently aired. More people are 
killed by foul air than by cold air, and there si 
always danger of overheating unless some one 
keeps a careful eye on the fires.

"Variations in the fat percent- 


age of milk are the rule rather 
than the exception," the man- 
ager of this farmer-owned dairy 
organization said. "When too 
wide a variation is encountered, 
the possible causes should be 
studied and corrected."

The public land in Rush couh- I a settler in East. Tennessee in 
i was not open for entry until! Knox county, where he operated 
ty 
the first Monday in October 1820, 
although the treaty of cession 
was signed in 1318 at St. Mary's. 
Long before this, however many 
adventurous hunters, trappers 
and -squatters" had located in 
the county and those who wish- 
ed to become actual settlers re- 
paired to Brookville and entered 
land on the first day of entry 
which that year was on Monday 
October the fifth. A persual of 
the entry book will show, very 
few entries made that day, but 
means of travel in that age was 
slow and the entries of 1820 were 
smalL Our county was invaded 
from three points—by way of 
Richmond, Brookville and Madi- 
son. 


As early as 1820 Thomas Hill 


came to Rush county 
from 


Wayne county, Indiana, and en- 
tered land in Ripley, township, 
built a cabin on it and began the 
labor of making a home in the 
wilderness. Thomas Hill was 
born in Guilford county, North 
Carolina, Nov. 30, 1797, the son 
of Thomas and Anna (Haskett) 
Hill. The family came to near 
Richmond, Ind., at an early date. 
His parents died soon after and 
he went to live with his cousin 
Robert Hill of Wayne county. 
From there he came to this 
county: 


The Hills were Quakers and a 


settlement of Friends had been 
established at Richmond and 
soon a goodly number came to 
Ripley township and the town of 
Carthage was founded by them, 
under the leadership of Dayton 
Hollo way, who cut out the road 
from a point east of Knights- 
town to Carthage and part of it 
remains today, in the angling 
road from Knightstown to Car- 
thage, upon which, young White 
was murdered, in February 1877. 


After entering his land and 


building his cabin Thomas Hill 
returned to Richmond and was 
married to Tamar Hill. In 1822, 
they came to their cabin and 
here was born the first white 
.child in Ripley township—Mil- 
ton Hill born in 1822.

however, who came to the-coun- 
ty came by way of the White 
Water Valley and the early en- 
tries in Noble and Richland 
townships .show*it. Orange town- 
snip was settled as early as 1821 
by entry and much sooner by 
crappers and squatters.

as trappers and hunters invari- 
ably followed theni .from' mouth 
to source in quest of. game.

. Matthew Allison was born in 
Washington .county,, Va.; in 1792 
the 
son of John ', Allison of 


Scotch-Irish descent.'.. Matthew 
was married in Va., and^ became 


a mill on the French Broad river. 
In 1821 he came to Indiana and 
entered land in Orange town- 
ship. The following spring, with 
his family he started for his 
entry but left his family with 
relatives in Russell county, Ken- 
tucky, and then came • to his 
land, where he planted and 
raised a crop, built a cabin and 
that fall brought his family 
here. There were six children in 
the family. Their mother died 
in 1823 and the* father in 1871. 


Amos Allison was the youngest 


child and was born in Russell 
county, Ky., February 24, 1822. 
He grew up in Orange township, 
Rush county where he lived and 
died. 


Charles Alter, was the son of 


Christian and Susan T. (Tolbert) 
Alter and was born, in Butler 
county, Ohio, June 8, 1829. His 
father was born in Maryland in 
1783 and died in Rush county, in 
1868. 
His mother was born in 


Va., in 1785 and died in Orange 
township in 1873. Charles was 
the youngest in the.family and 
quite young when they came to 
this county.

To the Editor : — 


ATHENS AND STROMBOLI. 


Another day in Athensf That was our privilege Wednesday, 


the 24th. Our ship arrived in the harbor at Piraeus at 7 A. M., 
and remained until 9 P. M., giving us a long day's visit with 
Socrates, Plato, Pericles, Crito and others of the illustrious past. 
On the former visit (August 13th) we had spent some time in see- 
ing the modern city and the vast refugee city that has been built 
up between Piraeus and Athens. 
This time we stopped in mod- 


ern Athens just long enough to purchase some films; hurried by 
taxi to the Acropolis and Mars Hill, remaining there until the 
guards closed the gates for the noon hour. 
After lunch we vis- 


ited for the second time the Old Market Place, the Tower of the 
Winds, the Temple of Theseus and the Prison of Socrates. ' 


Better description of these historic places than I could give may 


be found in any book on Grecian history and art; therefore I 
shall not attempt the impossible. 


Today between 11 and 12 o'clock we passed through the Straits 


of Messina, the narrow body of water 'separating the toe of Italy 
from Sicily. 
From the bridge, to which the captain invites the 


passengers when there is anything of particular interest to see, 
we had an unusual view of the rocky shores of Italy and Sicily. 


The real thrill of the day came in the middle of the afternoon. 


The ship's course was changed in order that the passengers might 
get -a close-up view of the Island of Stromboli. The ship's .engines 
were slowed down, and the island was practically circled in order 
that the crater might be seen from every angle. This was our first 
view of an active volcano. When first seen it seemed that white 
clouds were being ejected from the crater. As the ship drew near- 
er the island, Stromboli, as if angry because of the encroachment 
of human beings in an iron tub, belched forth great clouds of 
dense, black smoke. The white clouds that we had seen from a 
distance were, in reality, great puffs of steam. 
"""Tomorrow morning we shall be in Naples, and are hoping that 
Vesuvius will be behaving sufficiently proper to permit an ascent 
of the mountain. We are hoping, too, that we may see Pompeii, 
the city being excavated from the layer of twenty feet of ashes 
and pumice stone with which it was covered in 79 A. D. 


From Naples we go to Palermo, Sicily/ for one day, then to 


Maderia, the Azores and then Providence, R. L From Providence 
we go by rail to Bloomsbury, N. J., where our automobile is await- 
ing us in the garage of the Old Greenwich Manse. From the home, 
of Rev. and Mrs. Charles Leslie Overstreet (relatives of Mrs. Sarah" 
Mowers of Rushville) we drive to the International Convention 
of the Disciples of Christ, Washington, D. C., where we hope to 
find quite a delegation of Rush county folk. However, not having 
had any fried chicken since we left Rushville, the convention may 
not detain us long. 


The writing of these scrappy letters from the various ports of 


the Mediterranean has helped to pass many hours aboard ship. 
They have doubtlessly been of little informational value, but they 
may be worth a great deal later in the year. IF AND WHEN we 
should be invited to make a speech, we can refer the "inviters" to 
the newspaper files.

We succeeded in negotiating the first stage only. All the sta- 


tions on the Circumvesuviana Railway have names but most of 
them are covered with vines. The conductor called no stations, 
and we could not see the names beneath the vines. Therefore we 
sat resignedly in our car enjoying the vast vineyards and orchards 
through which the railway runs, until we arrived at Pompeii. By 
the time we had gesticulated our predicament to the Italian station 
master, trainmen and other natives who gathered, and caught 
another tram car back to Pugliano, the rain was coming hi deluge 
fashion. We continued our journey back to Naples instead of 
Vesuvius, and demanded the return of our money. It was declined 
until we threatened to sever diplomatic relationship with Italy 
by the immediate withdrawal of our consuls. 


Shut out'from sightseeing our of doors, we decided to do what 


we could indoors. We began to take an inventory of the sights 
that could be seen under roof. The museum always offers an op- 
oortunity to spend a wet day among the dry bones of antiquity, 
but we had seen so many museums that we chose the aquarium 
instead. The aquarium was established for the study of animal 
and vegetable life in the Mediterranean Sea, and occupies first 
rank in this field. The various governments of Europe and the 
United States pav annual contributions for the privilege of hav- 
ing their naturalists come here for the study of marine life. 


From the aquarium we started on a tour of the city (the rain 


clouds having departed by late afternoon). The main thorough- 
fares of Naples are as clean and as modern as any city we have 
seen, but the side streets are filthier .than any of the oriental 
cities visited on this cruise. These back, streets harmonize well: 
with the black shirts of the Fascisti. 


Benito Mussolini is the mogul of Italy. He is President of the 


Council, Minister of the Interior, Minister of Foreign Affairs, etc., 
etc. — in fact he holds seven out of the eight ministries/ Life, 
both civil and religious, is so thoroughly regulated from above that 
there is no virtue that seems to predominate as much as resigna- 
tion. 
Merchants and others seem to be without energy or in- 


itiative. In fact, when we went into several shops to buy a few 
souvenirs, we had to awaken the shop keepers. 


It is a puzzle to figure out how more than 40,000,000 people can, 


get an existence from the mountains, racky hills and lava beds of 
Italy. Mussolini gave his solution of the puzzle when he said that 
"we need to teach our children the use of arms, even before they 
learn to speak. We need more land. It is the hand of destiny that 
guides us back to our ancient possessions. No one can stop our 
inexorable wilL" We 'wondergd how far the sleepy shop keepers 
shared this dream with their dictator. The rest of the world 
listens to these Napoleonic utterances and wonders whether an- 
other world war will be started by Italy's ruler before he becomes, 
a victim of an assassin's bullet or ulcers of the stomach.
